The Vaughns, who are related to Dr. 
Victor C., Vaughn, ‘toxicologist of Ann 
Arbor, ‘are a family of physicians, 
teachers, farmers and bankers. 

Widow’s Relatives Rich. 

The Proctors are rich and influential. 
The dead man was exceedingly popular 
in this county, of which, he was Schoo! 
Commissioner for many years. 

Attorheys connected with the case 
make light of the threat to take action 
against Coroner Wilson in case he acts, 
declaring that no action could be taken. 
Under the statutes quoted, the expenses 
of the exhumation must be borne by the 
estate of the dead man.

Warriner, former local treasurer of the 
Big Four Railroad, testified today in the 
trial of Mrs. Jeanette Stewart Ford that 
he had paid the woman §250 a week for 
seven years to induce her to keep silent 
concerning his embezzlements from the 
road. 


and Warriner was brought here from th, 
penitentiary to testify against her. He 
pleaded guilty when charged with em- 
bezzlement. The defalcations charged 
amount to $643,000. 

Wearriner said that he sent stipulated 
amounts of $250 each week to Mrs. Ford 
at the Riverview Hotel, Chicago, in 
currency, never in checks, and usually 
in care of her maid. At one time be 
paid $1000 in one payment for her. boy’s 
schooling, he said.

“Last September I told her that her 
demands must be kept down,’ said 
Warriner, “as it had come to a time 
when I could not meet them. I said 
if she would go to New York and get 
a flat I would try to furnish her with 
money to meet her expenses. During 
Beptember of last year, her reason for 
coming to me for money, she sald, was 
because she was protecting Ine by not 
making public the Big Four shortage."’

Chief of Police Edmond P. Creecy, who has taken a defensive attitude in 
the Police Relief Association scandal, will depend, according to his friends, 
They complain that. Creecy has been 
sidetracked in the investigation, and fear that his excldsion fram the inquiry 


upon Gov. Hadley for protection.

As a weapon in Creecy’s behalf, they have resurrected a political inei- 
dent of 16 months ago, on which a report was made to Gov. Hadley. They 
allege that Capt. John N. Pickel, then commanding the North Market Street 
District, instructed John T. Soy, a Democratic committeeman, “to line up 
the boys in the district for William 8S. Cowherd;”.and that Pickel, when 
taken to task by Creecy for meddling in politics, in defiance of the police 


regulations, pleaded that he acted by 
president of the Police Board. 

‘The assertion that I interceded in be- 
half of Cowherd’s candidacy for Gov- 
ernor is too ridiculous for serious con- 
sideration,” said Bland Monday to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

Healy Threatened Mud-Throwing. 

“T don’t care to enter into any gener- 
al discussion of this matter,”’ continued 
Bland, “but I will say that John M. 
Healy, on the day his bond was raised 
to $10,000, told Inspector McDonnell that 
mud was to be thrown in this investiga- 
tion. I suppose this is the opening 
bomb.” 

Bland states that the charge Creecy’s 
adherents are attempting to revive was 
thoroughly threshed out many months 
ago, when a former secretary of Chief 
Creecy attempted to bring it again to 
life.

veloped a hound’s kennness of scent un- 
der the tuition of former Excise Com- 
missioner Mulvihill, is still on the job, 
with talents unimpaired. Healy, as Mul- 
vihill’s aid, learned to sniff the fra- 
grance of whisky » biock away, even 
when it was corked and boxed, and 
especially when it was being dispensed 
in a lid club or after midnight Saturday. 

Healy was tramping east on Manches- 
ter avenue Saturday night in the neigh- 
borhood of the First Kegiment Armory 
on Grand avenue, when his nose began 
to tingle with the old familiar tittila- 
tion. He halted, as alert as a pointer, 
and sniffed to the north, the east, the 
south and the west.

MORE NOW THAT PRICE ON 
BIBLES HAS BEEN PUT UP 


Dealers Announce T en Pér Cent 
Increase and Charge It 
to Tariff. 


And even Bibles are going up. The 
publishers have announced an advance 
and it Is going to cost 10 per cent more 
to be devout this year than it did last 
year. They blame the tariff makers, 
who have increased the duty on leather 
and paper. 

Most of the publishers put the advance 
into effect the first of the year, but few 
people buy Bibles in January and it was 
not generally known until now that 1910 
Bibles are to come higher. 

There are no Bible publishing houses 
in St. Louis, but several of the de- 
nominations have bookstores here which 
handle the output of the big publishers 
and sell them by thousands in St. Louis 
and through the Southwest. 

Manager Springer of the Presbyterian 
Board of Publication says the advance 
is 6 to 10 per cent on all leather-bound 
Bibles, which range in price from 7% 
cents to $18. Ke does not anticipate that 
sales will be affected. He thinks there 
will be as many Bibles sold and read 
this year as last year. 

Jessie Speicht, manager of the book 
department of the Central Baptist Pub- 
lishing .Co., says the price has been 
increasing gradually for three or four 
years. He has been notified by the pub- 
ligshers that there will be an advance 
of 10 per cent, but his understanding 
ig that it will affect all Bibles and 
Testaments, including those aot bound 
in leather. 

H. F. Davis, manager of the Christian 








| Publishing Co.'s book department, says 


he has beep notified by three of the big 
publishers of an advance, but has not 
heard from the other two. He says 
the increase will affect sales in quantl- 
ties to churches and Sunday schools, 
but not the individual sales.

Po- 
lice Kiely, deny with energy that the 
signatures are genuine. 


Only Definite Evidence. 


“These I O U's are the only definite 
evidence with which we are prepared to 
deal at present,’’ said Bland, Monday. 
“The examination of Healy’s books is 
not yet completed, and the task of plac- 
ing the evidence from. his accounts ito 
shape for the grand jury will be an 
enormous one. 

“At the special meeting of the board, 
Col. Laird and I, the committee in 
charge of the investigation, will sub- 
mit the 1 O U's which former Sersgt. 
John J. Lally placed in our hands... I do 
not ‘know what the board will decide to 
do, but it is probable that handwriting 
experts will be employcd with a view to

The same day a 
shipment of native grades of Shorthorn 
cattle reached the’ market and sold for 
$6.15 per hundred pounds. The official 
stock report says “‘Had these cattle come 
to the market before the meat boycott 
agitation unsettled prices, they would 
have commanded $6 per hundred 
pounds.”’ 

This indicates, and the steckmen ad- 
mit, that the anti-meat crusade is being 
felt, and that it has resulted in a de- 
crease in the price of livestock. To this 
shipper of cattle the decrease, according 
tc these figures, was a loss to him of 
$9.02 per head. He shipped two car loads 
of cattle, averaging 1178 pounds per 
head, aggregating a loss of several hun- 
dred dollars on the shipment based on 
former prices. 
The decrease in the méat demand, ac- 
cording to the stock report, has virtual- 
ly taken Bastern buyers out of the St. 
Louls market. This has caused a warn- 
ing to shippers to hold shipments until 
prices become steadier. 

Market Is Unsettied. . 
The language used in one report is: 
“The cattle market is still in an unset- 
tled condition and shippers are urged 
to be careful and not attempt to over- 
load the market.

The livestock dealers say that the 
supply of ‘“‘fed for the market” cattle 
was exhausted early in the time of 
high prices and that the increase in 
“canners’” is due to the eagerness of 
stock raisers to rush cattle to the mar- 
ket at a high price without preparation. 
They say that it will take several weeks 
for the raisers to fatten another supply 
to steady the market and cut off the 
shipments of “‘canners.”’ 
According to the statements of pack- 
ers, the profits from the high meat 
prices is going to the farmers. One 
packing official who has returned from 
a trip to Kansas told a reporter that in 
that State where 15 years ago the farm- 
ers lived in sod houses and dugouts, 
and labored to break the sod of the 
beaten prairies the conditions are now 
that of luxury. 
Another cause for the soaring price 
of beef, the packers say, is that house- 
wives want only the choicest cuts of 
beef. They say that in a carcass of 
beef there is 26 per cent of the meat 
the general public wants. That in 
cludes porterheuse, sirloin and round 
stakes, the cuts for roasts, etc. The 
other 74 per cent of the beef must be 
used, but it must necessarily be sold 
at lower prices. The dealers contend 
that if the public better understood 
cooking these cheaper cuts and would 
buy the “undesirable” parts of beef, it 
would have a tendency to even up the 
demand and lower the price of all cuts,

Parachute Performer Once 
Pushed a Drunken .Man 
1400 Feet to Death. 





Bob Scanlon, who came into notoriety 
five years ago when he pushed a man 
from the bar of a parachute 1400 feet in 
the air, is in St. Louls making arrange- 
ments with Capt. John Berry to go with 
the St. Louis balloon pilot on his pro- 
posed trip to the top of Mount McKinley 
in a balloon. 
Scanfon knew Berry in the days when 
both were parachute jumpers. When 
Berry took up areonautics, Scanlon kept 
on making parachute leaps at county 
fairs all over the country until the 
tragedy at Cahokia, Ill, in 1906. 
An intoxicated man in the crowd 
grabbed hold of Scanlon as he rushed 
into the air on the parachute bar. At 
an altitude of 1400 feet the hot air bal- 
loon burst and Scanlon knowing that 
the parachute would not hold two, safe- 
ly pushed off the uninvited passenger. 
Scanion was arrested and stood tria! 
for the man’s death, but was acquitted 
by a jury on the grounds that he had 
acted in self-defense. 

Is in Vaudeville. 
Since that time Scanlon has made but 
few parachute leaps. He has been doing 
high dives and aerial acts in-vaudeville 
houses. tie read the account of Berry’s 
proposed trip to Mount McKinley in 
Memphis, and came to St. Louis imme- 
diately. 
“Berry will need me,’’ said Scanlon to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Wednesday,

It is believed that at least 4 bodies 
are floating on this water in the bot- 
tom of the mine. Upward of 200 others 
are believed to be in the second level. 
The condition of the bodies is causing 
as’ much concern as are the engineering 
problems attendant on the uncapping of 
the mine and the cleaning of the debris 
fpom the subterranean passages. 

It has been suggested that much of 
the grewsomeness of the situation could 
be avoided by destroying the bodies in 
the mine galleries with chemicals. This 
has met with bitter opposition on the 
part of the widows, mothers and chil- 
dren of the dead miners. They contend 
that:all they now hope #or is to look 
once more on the form of a beloved 
relative and to'give that body a Chris- 
tion burial, and to recover some per- 
sonal token of the dead, such as a 
watch or a ring. — 

The women of Cherry are stoically 
awaiting the opening of the mine and 
tentative arrangements are being made 
for funerals and burials. Men have 
been engaged to dig a row of graves 
nearly a quarter of a-mile long. 

W. W: Taylor, manager of the St. 
Paul Mine Co., does not offer much 
hope’ that the mine.will be emptied of 
its dead before the end of the week, as 
much preliminary work must be per- 
formed. 

It_is' even possible that the fire might 
break out afresh and force the re- 
Tests made last 
week for fire and gases, however, in- 
dicated: that. the work of clearing the 
mine. could be started.

PLENNON JOINS I 


FEAR STATE WILL 
BE BEHIND TEXAS 


Archbishop. Asserts Census 
Is Likely to Show. Missouri 
in Sixth Place. — 


Archbishop Glennon said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Monday that -he 
shared Gov. Hadley’s fear, expressed 
at the real estate banquet a few 
nights ago, that Missouri would fall 
from fifth.to sixth place among the 
states in population and wealth, in 
the present year’s census. 

The reason why Texas will wrest 
fifth place from Missouri, if such a 
thing does happen, the Archbishop 
says, will be that the farming regions 
of Southern Missouri have not been 


properly developed. 
The Archbishop expressed fear in 


the course of comments on the state- 
ment of Archbishop Ireland that “the 
salvation of America—social and mor- 
al, polftical and economic, is the 
farm.’ This view Archbishop Glen- 
non indorsed. 

“One of the reasons for the prosperity 
of Kansas City,” he said, ‘‘is the highly 
developed character’of the farm country 
surrounding it. St. Louis has the dis- 
advantage of having weeds, instead of 
farms, in much of the territory tribu- 
tary to it. St. Loufs cannot grow ex- 
cept by the development of this region 
to the southwest and south of us. 

“Forty acres of. fairly good farm land 
will support a family. Two or three 
years’ honest effort.on a Missouri farm 
will bring results which will surprise 
those who have failed to make a living 
in the city.” 

The Archbishop, who attended the 
State Immigration Congress at Spring- 
field. last week, said he had been asked 
to join in .the.work .of the National 
Catholic Colonization Society, a new or- 
ganization which plans to establish set- 
tlements in Missouri. and elsewhere. 
Such a settlement in this State, fostered 
by the Archbishop, now bears the name 
of Glennonville.

Then the 
cases are placed in the bed or on a 
chair beside it, and. he, with many 
groans and twinges, gropes for the type 
and inserts it in his composing stick. 
So Siow is his progress, because of his 
awkward position, that it takes hifh an 
hour to set one “stick.” 

Ill in Bed Three Montha. 

Camp has beén confined to his bed 
for three months, with an affliction 
which would have sent a less’ stout- 
hearted man to a hospital. But the 
thought of his wife and children re- 
duced to starvation nerves him each day 
to his pitiful task. 

He had hopes, too, that he could make 
money to go into the country, where a 
physician told him was his only hope 
of recovery. But customers, complain- 
ing of the slowness with which he per- 
formed their orders, have successivels 
sent their printing elsewhere. . Even 
if he had all he could do, it would be 
scarcely enough te keep the howl of the 
wolf from the ears of his family. 

The children are Margaret, 8 years 
old; Gatts, 6, and Weber, 2 The older 
ones have to be prepared for school 
eath morning, and the babv has to 
shift for himself most of the day. Al- 
most uncared for, he has learned al- 
ready the runaway habit, and the day 
rarely passes. without some policeman 
carrying him home, muddy and tear- 
stained. When at home, he is as likely 
as not to curl up in the oven and go 
to sleep, unmindful that a fire may be 
kindled a few minutes Icter in the 
stove. 

Looks Part of a Hermit. 

Sometiner he starts a fire of his own, 
with paper and matches, and Mrs. 
Cemp has to rush in from the press and 
extinguish it, to prevert her husband's 
being burned helplessly in his bed. 

Under the stress of his illness, labor 
and worry, Camp has become hag- 
gard. His beard, because Mrs. Camp 
has no time to shave him, has grown 
long. His appearance would make him 
a perfect model for a painting of a 
hermit, worn by vigil and fast, but still 
brave-eyed. 

His day’s work usually begins about 
9:30 a. m., if Mrs. Camp has not re- 
turned empty-handed from her early 
morning quest-for ‘‘copy.’’ At his di- 
rection; she makes frequent trips from 
the. sickroom to the office, and. returns 
burdened with type cases. It is she 
who draws the proofs and locks up 
the forms, and then pedals for hours 
at the. press—a much more laborious 
task than running the sewing macnine 
was in the days before her marriage, 
when she was a. seamstress. 

Sometimes the neighbors afford her 
a welcome respite by bringing itn food 
or by helping at the 
housework. But usually it is. late at

Members of St. Louis Club 
See Dissimulation in Na- 
tional President’s Words. 


PROMISE IS DOUBTFUL 


Enthusiasts Believe He Will 
Not Aid in-:Bringing Bal- 
loon Races Here. 


— — — 


Courtland Field Bishop, president of 
the Aero Club of America, is clever in 
sidestepping any attempt to put him on 
record concerning what he and the Aero 
Chub of America intend to do, at the 
same time giving the impression that he 
is ‘very frank, in “the opinion of the 
members of the Aero Club of St. Louis, 
now that the conference of the American 
Aero Club is over. 

Bishop departed for New York Satur- 
day evening immediately after the con- 
ference, He. was congratulated by the 
aero men at the Jefferson Hotel on the 
fair stand he had taken in all the dis- 





cussiohs. But after he had gone and an 
analysis was made of what he had said 
and agreed to, the aero enthusiasts con- 
cluded that he had left matters exactly 
as they stood before the conference was 
called. 

Bishop said he would appoint a na- 
tional committee to look after prob- 
lems. of nationai importance. On the 
face of this promise it looked as if the 
control of aeronautics in this country 
‘would be taken away from the Aero 
Club of America and put in the hands 
of this committee. But an examination 
of the charter of the Aero Club shows 
that such a committee is provided for 
and its powevs are only those of advice 
and suggestion. 

Bishop Seemed to Be Frank. 

As the officers of every aero club in 
the United States have been making 
suggestions to the Aero Club of Amer- 
ica for several months without result, 
the aero men gay that the’ committee, 
even though made up of men outside 
New , will be able to do nothing 
for them. 

At the conference, the representatives 
of the Kansas City, Indianapolis and 
St. Louis clubs asked Bishop exactly 
what was required of a city in order 
to get the international aeroplane meet— 
what sort of a field and how much 
money.’ Bishop said he did not know 
and that he would have to consult the 
board of governors of the Aero Club of 
| America. 

This remark was so frank that the 
delegates at first did not realize its sig- 
nificance. But after Bishop’s departure 
the delegates  reMmembéred’ that more 
than six months has elapsed sincé ‘it 
was known that the international aero- 
plane meet would come to this country 
and that the Aero Club 6f America had 
had plenty of time tn which to deter- 
mine all these points. 

They also remembered that one of the 
reasons the conference was held was 
to enable the different cities to find out 
what was required of them. Several 
delegates said they believed Bishop was 
putting the matter off and that the 
Aero Club of América meet would be 
held. 

While being dissatisfied with Bish- 
op’s attitude, the members of the Aéro 
Club .of St. Louis were pleased with 
other features of the conference. The 
delegates from ‘other. cities showed that 
they were in a mood to resent the atti- 
tude of the Aero Club of America and 
the St. Louis men said Monday that 
this means the New Yorkers will be 
forced sooner or later tõ come to terms. 

Aeroplane Circuit Assured. 

Another result of the conference was 
that it is now assured there will be a 
circuit of aeroplane meets held in the 
United States this spring, summer and 
fall. Whether or not St. Louis gets the 
international aeroplane meet, it will be 
easy to hold an aeroplane meet here, 
with famous drivers participating. The 
approval of the Chain of Rocks site 
by Bishop puts it up to the Aero Club 
to go ahead and arrange for an aero- 








} plane meet for this spring, summer or 


fall.

GOLF WAS ONCE
